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FARMERS MOVE TO REDUCE 
OUTPUT .F PARITY PRICES NOT 
GRANTED 
———— 

About 30 interested members attend- 
ed the Annual meeting of the Alberta 
Farmers Union held in the Memorial 
Hall Saturday, Feb. 6 President Chas 
Cowell was in the chair. Minutes of 
the previous meetings were read by 
Secretary-Treasurer, Leslie Campbell, 
and passed. The keynote of the meet- 
ing centred around Parity Prices for 
Farmers, or prices commensurate with 
the cost of the implements of produc- 
tion. 

Parity Prices— 

A petition making above demand to 
Federal Government, containing quite 
a large number of signatures, was cir- 
culated, and more were added. 

After keen discussion, on Economic 
justice for farmers, Mr. E. Stoodley 
askd that the following resolution, 
passed at Ardenode the previous even- 
ing be endorsed by this gathering. 

The resolution, moved by Mr. Stood- 
ley and seconded by Mr. Sarsons, is in 
effect— That unless some definite ac- 
tion be taken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to our petition that we farmers 
reduce our output in all lines. This 
was unanimously passed. Considerable 
interest centered in the selection of a 
delegate to attend the convention of 
A. F. U. held in Edmonton this week, 
resulting in Mr. Leslie Campbell being 
elected. 

The next order of business was the 
election of officers with the following 
slate forming new executive: 

President — Chas Cowell. | 

Vice President — C. E. Way. 

Sec-Trea — L. Campbell. 

Board Directors — D. Brook, Chas 
Harvey, R. Miner, H. E. Johnson, R. G. 
Newall, 

Much discussion took place as to the 
advisability of continuing with the U. 
F. A. but as most of those present were 
members of both organizations no ac- 
tion was taken on this question. 

One main differnece is that the U. F. 
A. favor co-operatives while the A. F. 
U. wish to form a strong Trades Union 

A motion by L. Hilton and F. Harri- 
man that the A. F. U. go all out for in- 
creased membership starting at once 
to obtain a membership of 51 or bett- 
er was unanimously passed. 

The idea was prevalent that if the A. 
F. U. could obtain 51 percent or better 
the Provincial Government would com- 
pel the remaining 49 per cent to join. 
Irrigation— 

A vital question re_ irrigation was 
brought up by Mr. P. Sarsons, stating 
that too many farmers were signing 
away their water rights, with the re- 
sult that in a few years this district 
would become a Dust Bowl, unless 
some action were taken to remedy this 
condition. Several spoke on this is- 
sue, and it was brought out that after 
the various meetings held last year. 
following the meeting of the Federal 
members that not enough farmers had 
signed the questionaires sent out to 
them to enable the Provincial Govern- 
ment to take any action. 

This is an appalling condition of ap- 
athy. 

The dicussion resulted in the fol- 
lowing motion being endorsed: 

That an urgent request be made to 
the new municipal Districts of Strath- 
more and Rockyford to co-operate in 
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making aggressive efforts to retain the 
water rights in force as a stock water- 
ing proposition. 

The meeting adjourned at 5 p.m,

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After seeing some artillery training, 
we inspected a mobile laundry of the 
very latest and most efficient type. 

We had dinner that night with Brig. 
F. R. Phelan, D. S. 0. M. Cy V. D., 
Commanding the Canadian Reinforce- 
ment Unit, and his officers, in their 
mess. Brig. Phelan has a very friendly 
personality and made our visit there 
very enjoyable. 

Camp Entertainments 

In the evening, we had an oppor- 
tunity to see some of the entertain- 
ment provided for the Canadian troops 
when we were taken to the camp 
theatre. It is operated by the NAAFI 
ENSA organization and only men in 
uniform are admitted. An exception 
was made in our case and we were 
given seats in the front row. 

This theatre seats 1,400 people and 
in the four nights a week that it is op- 
erated there are often seven thousand 
men admitted. Similar theatres, we 
were told, are found at all the larger 
camps and admission is 3d, 9d, and Is, 
that is about six cents, eighteen cents, 
and twenty-four cents. Such low ad- 
mission prices are possible because 
there is no rent to pay, no tax, no ad- 
vertising, or other expenses that run 
up the overhead, 

The shows are given by the very 
best artists from London, who travel 
around from camp to camp in buses, 
staying at each place for the full three 
or four nights. At this camp the 
theatre is open on Sunday, Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 

Most of the shows are of the revue 
type, or “variety”, as they call it over 
there. This particular entertainment 
featured an outstanding orchestra, but 
there was also vocalists, dancers and 
musicians, both male and female, and 
a particularly clever comedian who 
kept the huge audience in gales of 
laughter. All the numbers were re- 
ceived with tremendous enthusiasm 
the audience plainly showing that they 
enjoyed the shows to the fullest. 

Just before the intermission, the 
house manager came on the stage and 
announced the attraction for the com- 
ing week, ending with the words “at 
your own theatre.” This was evident- 
ly a standard ending, and the audience 
all joined in shouting it out. 

The amusement for the evening was 
not entirely over, for after the show 
had ended. we went back to Brig, Phe- 
lan’s Mess and had a sing-song which 
lasted until after midnight before go- 
ing back to our hospital cots at the 
medical centre. 

The things that we saw that day 
showed clearly that not only does the 
Canadian Army look after the physical 
welfare of the men, but that their am-

In passing sentence, however, 
justice took time out to utter 
well chosen words of wisdom regard- 
ing the lack of reformatory for de- 
linquent youths in the province of Al- 
berta. With no such institution avail- 
able. delinquent youths must be sent 
to the provincial jail, and past experi- 
ence has shown that this method has 
turned many a young fellow who has 
temporarily wandered from the paths 
of wisdom into a hardened criminal of 
the worst type. 

Commenting on the need for a penal 
institution for boys where they might 
be taught a trade and kept away from 
the undesirable influence of adult 
criminals. Justice Ives said: 

“The leaders of the people of this 
province are guilty of a shameful ne- 
glect.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that 
the cost of living index number for January 2, 
1943, is 117.1 (adjusted index 116.2) as compared 
with the cost of living index number for July 2, 
1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 117). 
The Wartime Wages Control Order, P. C. 5963, 
provides in Section 48 (iv): 

‘the amount of the bonus shall not be 

changed unless the cost of living index 

number has changed one whole point or 

more since the last general order of the 

Board requiring an increase or decrease in 

the amount thereof.” 
The index number not having changed by one 
whole point or more since July 2, 1942, pursuant 
to the provisions of P. C. 5963 as stated, the 
National War Labour Board orders that the terms 
of its General Order dated August 4, 1942, shall 
continue to apply for the period February 15, 
1943, to May 15, 1943, subject to the right of 
employers or employees to apply to a War Labour 
Board for authorization of payment of such an 
amount of cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be “fair and reasonable,” under the 
provisions of the Order.
